Recently a large 
food-manfac- 
turing corporation in New York 
purchased a huge quantity of rice 
which 
it 
planned 
to offer 
the 
wholesale grocery trade at $1.50 
a case, each case containing forty 
twelve-ounce 
packages. 
At 
this 
price there was a profit to 
the 
corporation of ten cents 
a case. 
This merchandise was first offer- 
de to the trade through one of the 
corporation’s 
Southern 
branches 
and for a short time 
sales were 
quite satisfactory. Then the man­ 
ager of the branch telegraphed in 
to say that other food manufactur­ 
ers had met the price 
and 
had 
gone one better, offering 
similar 
merchandise at $1.45.

The branch manager was 
per­ 
mitted to lower his price a nickie. 
A few days later he wired again 
information that competitors were 
quoting $1.40, and again the cor­ 
poration met the price. The game 
went on from week to 
week.

were buying at $1.20 a case, with 
the prospect of buying still cheap­ 
er if the war continued. 
At first thought one is inclined 
to believe it is no one’s business if 
a group of

that wholesale grocers are entire­ 
ly within their rights in buying as 
cheaply as possible, provided they 
pass their savings on to retailers,

It happens that rice growing 
is a basic industry in the terri­ 
tory where the food manufactur­ 
ers started 
their 
fight.

Cutting Prices in the Dress Trade 


In the women’s dress 
industry 
price competition 
is particularly 
keen, some manufacturers

for less than cost of production.

Regular terms

from the first of the month follow­ 
ing purchase. Buyers began to in­ 
sist on 10 per cent discount; 
and 
some manufacturers, anxious for 
business, granted the new 
terms 
Once the ten per cent cash 
dis­ 
count became fairly general, fur 
ther demands were made that the 
basic price of the garments 
be 
reduced to $10.50. 
According 
to my 
informants, 
profits in inexpensive dress manu­ 
facturing are exceedingly 
small; 
few manufacturer make more than 
4 per cent on their annual turnov­ 
er. 
And so, if the extra cash dis­ 
count and the twenty-five-cent re­ 
duction in price were allowed, the 
manufacturer would be doing busi­ 
ness at cost. 
Nevertheless, a suf­ 
ficient number of concerns 
gave 
in to those terms to establish a pre­ 
cedent for the entire industry. At

order. 
I should explain that in the ce­ 
ment industry there is almost com­ 
plete standardization. 
Buyers will 


ordinarily accept any 
recognized 
brand, so that a cut of even one 
cent a barrel may be the deciding 
factor where a large order is pend­ 
ing. 
Cement has always been sold 
on a close margin. Manufacturers 
are well pleased at a profit of ten 
ctents a barrel. 
Recently, on a large 
dam 
job 
requiring about 175,000 bairrels of 
cement a manufacturer offered a 
cut of twenty cents a barrel. An­ 
other manufacturer decided to re­ 
taliate and cut 
the 
established 
price fifteen cents more. The con­ 
tractor had already 
agreed 
to 
purchase from Manufacturer No. 
1, but seeing a better profit 
for 
himself, he repudiated the agree­ 
ment and bought from Manufac­ 
turer No. 2. 
As a result, the lat­ 
ter is filling an order on which he 
is losing some $40,000.

store buyers to break this 
price. 
The fii.-t pressure 
came in

discount. 
Regular term s

dress trade have been 8 per 
cent 
discount for payment in ten days 
from the first of the month follow­ 
ing purchase. 
Buyers began to in 
sist on 10 per cent discount; 
and 
some manufacturers, 
anxious 
for 
business, granted the new 
term s 
Once the ten per cent cash 
dis­ 
count became fairly general, fu r­ 
ther demands were made th a t the 
basic price of the garm ents

reduced to $10.50. 


Storing Up Trouble For Producers 
Recently a large 
food-manfac- 
turing corporation 
in New 
York 
purchased a huge quantity of rice

a case, each case containing forty j

packages.

price there was a profit to

ager of the branch telegraphed in 
to say that other food m anufactur­

mitted to lower his price a nicklc. 
A few days 
later he wired

information that competitors were 
quoting $1.40, and again the cor­ 
poration met the price.

last accounts,

were buying at $1.20 a case, with 
the prospect of buying still cheap­ 
er if the war continued. 
At first thought one is inclined 
to believe it is no one’s business if

ly within their rights in buying as
